a.  Inteimittent  bright  lif.:ht  travelirig  at  a speed  estimated  at 
over  one  thousand  miles  per  hour  emitting  no  sound,  except  when  first 
sighted  a thundei^type  sound  was  heard.  Approachea  from  southwest, 
madis  slight  turn  and  disappeared  in  a north-northaast  direction.  A bright 
light  v/as  observed  about  every  tweritj'’  degrees  of  arc  from  the  observer 
and  no  lights  between  these  points.  The  light,  v;hen  on,  seemed  to  grow 
loss  intense  two,  three,  or  foui*  times.  Time  the  light  was  observed  — 
each  time  was  two  to  five  seconds-  Ovd.ng  to  the  dark  sky  no  object  was 
visible.
